Now comes Petitioner, Kevin Kramer, by and through his attorney, Robert B. 

ee e, an moves this Honorable Court to enter a HIPAA Qualified Protective Order, 
and in support thereof, states as follows: 


1 °" Apn ' H 2003 ' the Heal,h Insurance Portability and Accountability Act 

of 1996 (HIPAA) and its implementing regulations 45 CFR, Sec. 162 and 
164 (The Privacy Rules) went into effect. 

2. HIPAA does not permit healthcare and mental health providers to respond 
to subpoenas, discovery requests or other lawful process unless it is 
accompanied by an Order of Court. 

3- The purpose of HIPAA is to provide assurances that information released 
by healthcare and mental health providers will be kept private. 

4. This matter involves allegations resulting from mental health issues of 
Respondent. Respondent's mental condition has been called into 
question as a result of her activities of making false accusations of sexual 

abuse, (See Peru Police Report dated November 10, 2013, attached 
hereto and made a part hereof). 

5- As a result of said actions of Respondent, the Department of Children and 
Family Services has been investigating Respondent. 




6. Upon information and belief, Respondent has been enrolled in and is 
- attending counseling. In order that Petitioner may prepare for-trial,- it is 

necessary that she obtain the counseling and mental health records 
pertaining to the treatment of Respondent, 

7. Upon information and belief, Petitioner states that Respondent has been 

taking the minor child, Madeline Kramer to hospitals for medical treatment 

but refused to advise as to the nature of any treatment given to Madeline 

or diagnosis. Petitioner has been informed and believes that the 

treatments have been for diaper rash. It is necessary for Petitioner to 

obtain minor child, Madeline's medical records in order to prepare for 
hearing, 

8. For the purpose of this Motion, Petitioner defines "medical treatment 
records" to be "any writings maintained in the care, treatment, or 
evaluation of Julia Eichmeier by a healthcare or mental health professional 
or entity, including related correspondence, and incidental 
communications." 

9. Upon information and belief, in order to satisfy .HIPAA, it is necessary for a 
Qualified Protective Order to be entered in this matter. 

WHEREFORE, Petitioner respectfully requests a HIPAA Qualified Protective 
Order which: 

A. Requires that healthcare and mental health providers respond to 
subpoenas issued in this cause by producing any writings maintained in 
the care, treatment, or evaluation of Respondent by a health care or 
mental health professional or entity, including related correspondence, 
and incidental communications in their possession or under their control 
pertaining to Respondent for the dates indicated in the subpoena; 

B. Requires copies of any and all medical records pertaining to the minor 
child, Madeline Kramer, DOB: January 20, 2013; 


c, Prohibits the parties from using and disclosing the protected health and 
mental health information for any purpose other than litigation; and 
D. Requires either the return to the healthcare or mental health provider of 
the medical or mental health records provided or the destruction of the 

medical or mental health records provided, including all copies made, at 
the conclusion of the litigation.
